ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  1915. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Failsivorth  Urban 
District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  George  Ellis,  who  took  up  a Commission  in 
the  R.A.M.C.  on  December  ist,  1915,  I have  the  honour  to  submit  to 
you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
district  during  the  year  1915. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  the  Report  has  been  confined  to  a record  of  what  has  taken  place 
during  the  year,  and  many  details  usually  inserted,  such  as  a description 
of  the  district,  and  of  the  water  supply,  sewerage,  and  sewage  disposal, 
etc.,  have  been  omitted  ; but  to  preserve  continuity  of  the  statistics  the 
usual  tables  are  inserted. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  at  the  census  of  1911  was  15,998.  The  Registrar- 
General  stales  that  in  consequence  of  the  enlistment  of  men  in  the  Army, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  male  population  as  well  as,  to  a lesser  extent, 
the  female  population  having  migrated  on  an  unprecedented  scale,  into 
areas  other  than  those  in  which  it  was  enumerated  at  the  last  census,  it 
has  been  found  inadmissible  to  adhere  to  the  usual  methods  of  calculating 
local  populations  upon  the  census  returns,  and  the  estimates  for  1915 
have  been  based  upon  the  National  Register  taken  in  August,  and  he 
estimates  the  population  of  Failsworth  to  be  16,707,  which  for  statistical 
purposes  I have  taken  at  16,700. 

Density. — The  average  density  is  equal  to  1 5 "5  persons  per  acre. 

The  estimated  population  for  each  Ward  is  : — Higher  Ward  9,470, 
and  in  the  Lower  Ward  7,230. 
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BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  in  the  district  was  392  (males 
183,  females  209),  equal  to  a birth-rate  of  23*47  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion. To  these  births  has  to  be  added  1 which  occurred  outside  the 
district,  making  a total  of  393  (males  184,  females  209),  givinga  corrected 
birth-rate  of  23'53  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  the  lowest  on 
record. 

The  births  belonging  to  each  Ward  were  : — Higher  Ward  222 
(males  102,  females  120),  equal  to  a birth-rate  of  23*44  per  1,000,  and  in 
the  Lower  Ward  17 1 (males  82,  females  89),  equal  to  a birth-rate  of 
23*65  per  1,000. 

The  average  birth-rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  was  26*7. 

Of  the  total  births,  15  (males  7,  females  8)  were  illegitimate  (10  in 
the  Higher  Ward  and  5 in  the  Lower  Ward). 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  Failsworth  was  220  (males  112, 
females  108),  corresponding  to  a death-rate  of  13*17  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  One  death  occurred  in  the  district  of  a non-resident,  and 
particulars  were  received  of  the  deaths  of  40  (males  25,  females  15) 
Failsworth  residents  in  other  districts,  therefore  the  total  number  of 
deaths  belonging  to  the  district  was  259  (males  136,  females  123),  giving 
a corrected  death-rate  of  15*5  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  average  death-rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  was  14  8.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  of  infants  under  one  year  was  35 
(males  17,  females  18),  giving  an  infantile  death-rate  of  89-28  per  1,000 
births  registered  in  the  district.  Three  deaths  of  Failsworth  infants 
occurred  in  other  districts,  making  a total  for  the  district  of  38  (males  iy, 
females  19),  and  giving  a corrected  infantile  death-rate  of  96‘7  per 
1,000  births  belonging  to  the  district.  There  were  3 deaths  of  illegitimate 
infants. 

Inquests  were  held  on  the  deaths  of  2 infants. 

The  number  o(  deaths  belonging  to  each  Ward  were  : — Higher 
Ward  17  (males  7,  females  10),  equal  to  an  infantile  death-rate  of  76-5 
per  1,000  births,  in  the  Lower  Ward  21  (males  12,  females  g),  equal  to 
an  infantile  death-rate  of  122-1  per  1,000  births. 

The  average  infantile  death-rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  was 
1 30-8  per  1 ,000.

I he  question  of  the  establishment  of  a Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre  for  the  district  has  been  deferred  for  future  consideration,  in  view 
ot  the  possibility  of  such  work  being  provided  for  by  the  Lancashire 
County  Council.

All  births  notified  have  been  visited,  and  on  the  whole  I find  the 
infants  satisfactory.  The  number  of  subsequent  visits  has  been  increased, 
which  has  given  more  satisfaction  to  the  mothers,  and  also  enabled  me 
to  obtain  better  results  with  respect  to  the  babies. 

There  is  much  improvement  in  the  number  of  births  not  notified, 
there  being  only  2 this  year  against  14  during  1914. 

The  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  breast-fed  children  is,  in  my 
opinion,  due  to  mothers  having  had  to  go  out  working.in  consequence  of 
the  war,  which  fact  I much  regret. 

I paid  12  visits  to  2 cases  of  Pemphigus  under  the  instructions  of  the 
medical  attendant,  and  both  cases  were  brought  to  a successful  conclu- 
sion. 

I paid  127  visits  to  the  7 cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  giving 
nursing  attention  and  advice  under  the  instructions  of  the  respective 
medical  attendants,  and  each  case  was  successfully  treated.  I also  made 
8 visits  to  1 case  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  usual  card  and  leaflets  have  been  given  out,  and  also  disinfec- 
tant soap  provided  by  the  Council  in  cases  of  ringworm,  sore  heads, 
etc. 

Several  cases  of  nuisances  came  under  my  notice  and  were  duly 
reported  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  also  a few  cases  of  children  not 
attending  school  were  notified  to  the  School  Attendance  Officer. 

The  total  number  of  visits  to  infants  was  1,875.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  iio: — scarlet  fever 
36,  diphtheria  14,  erysipelas  10,  ophthalmia  neonatorum  7,  enteric  fever 
11,  puerperal  fever  1,  chicken-pox  31,  equal  to  a rate  of  6‘58  per  1,000  of 
the  population. 


The  cases  taken  to  hospital  were  8 enteric  fever,  4 scarlet  fever,  1 
erysipelas,  and  1 diphtheria.

There  were  6 deaths  from  the  notifiable  diseases,  namely  : — 2 
diphtheria,  2 enteric  fever,  1 scarlet  fever,  1 erysipelas,  which  is  equal 
to  5-45  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified,  and  a rate  of  ‘36  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

The  deaths  from  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases  were  14,  namely: — 
8 diarrhoea,  3 measles,  and  3 whooping  cough,  equal  to  a rate  of  ’84 
per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  total  deaths  from  the  principal  zymotic  diseases  were  20, 
giving  a zymotic  death-rate  of  1 * 1 g per  1,000,  as  against  2’35  in  1914. 

In  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  smalt-pox  in  the  adjoining 
districts,  chicken-pox  was  made  compulsorily  notifiable  from  March  1st 
to  August  31st,  and  31  cases  were  notified,  all  being  of  a mild  type. 

With  respect  to  the  i 1 cases  of  enteric  fever,  1 case  occurred  in 
April — a widow,  with  6 children  at  home,  who  had  been  in  bed  ill  for 
some  time  before  the  doctor  was  called  in,  and  during  this  period  had 
been  chiefly  attended  by  the  children.  She  was  removed  to  hospital 
immediately  on  notification,  and  the  children  taken  under  the  care  of 
relatives,  but  within  a few  days  2 of  these  children  and  one  of  their  play- 
mates developed  the  disease,  and  were  all  taken  to  hospital. 

Early  in  November  a case  occurred  in  a family  of  12  people,  and 
later  in  the  month  2 more  members  of  the  family  developed  the  disease, 
and  all  these  cases  were  taken  to  hospital. 
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In  both  these  instances  direct  contact  was  probably  the  cause  of  the 
spread  ot  the  infection,  and  in  this  direction  I venture  to  suggest  to  the 
Council  the  advisability  of  inoculating  contacts  with  anti-typhoid  vaccine, 
should  it  be  found  necessary,  at  the  expense  of  the  Council. 

The  sanitary  fittings,  beds,  etc.,  are  thoroughly  disinfected  in  all 
cases  of  enteric  fever  ; and  when  a case  has  been  treated  at  home,  the 
dejecta  is  removed  in  hermetically-sealed  receptacles  and  separately 
destroyed. 

None  of  the  other  infectious  diseases  occurred  in  sufficient  number 
to  require  comment. 

By  an  Order  dated  November  27th,  1915,  the  Local  Government 
Board  have  made  Measles  and  German  Measles  compulsorily  notifiable 
from  January  1st,  1916.  This  Order  also  authorises  Local  Authorities  to 
provide  medical  assistance  and  nursing  to  the  poorer  inhabitants  in  the 
district  when  found  necessary. 

The  Council  have  had  this  Order  under  consideration,  and  the 
Health  Visitor  has  been  appointed  to  visit  all  cases  of  measles,  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
have  been  authorised  to  provide  medical  assistance  and  nursing  in 
necessitous  cases.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  103  notifications  were  received,  64  being  primary 
notifications  and  39  supplemental. 
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They  were  received  from 

Private  Practitioners 55 

Hospitals 23 

Poor  Law  Institutions  2 

Sanatoria 22 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  1 
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These  notifications  refer  to  64  cases  of  tuberculosis,  48  being  pul- 
monary and  16  non-pulmonary. 

The  deaths  from  tuberculosis  of  persons  belonging  to  the  district 
were  29,  equal  to  1 rg  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  and  a death-rate  of 
1 ‘8  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Twenty-one  of  the  deaths  were  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  8 from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  cases  receiving  treatment  in  sanatoria  was  10. 

The  Health  Visitor  makes  enquiries  at  every  house  where  cases  are 
notified  and  gives  advice.  Leaflets  are  left,  and,  where  necessary,  sputum 
flasks  and  disinfectants  are  supplied.  The  majority  of  these  cases  are 
kept  under  periodic  observation,  and  the  number  of  visits  paid  was  323. 

In  addition  to  keeping  an  official  register  of  notified  cases,  we 
endeavour  as  far  as  possible  to  record  full  notes  as  regards  progress. 

In  regard  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  where  the  person  died  in  the 
district,  the  rooms  and  bedding  have  been  disinfected  ; and  also  in  cases 
of  removal  to  other  premises,  or  where  the  patient  has  gone  to  a 
sanatorium,  disinfection  is  carried  out. 

On  December  31st,  1915,  there  remained  on  the  register  (including 
cases  notified  in  previous  years)  136  cases  of  tuberculosis,  being  96 
pulmonary  and  40  non-pulmonary. 

HOUSING. 

Only  9 dwelling-houses  have  been  certified  for  habitation  during  the 
year,  and  at  the  present  time  only  4 are  in  course  of  erection. 

Under  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  49  houses 
were  inspected  ; repairs  and  improvements  were  carried  out  at  36  ; 
Closing  Orders  were  made  on  5,  against  which  the  owner  appealed,  and 
negotiations  are  still  in  progress. 

Demolition  Orders  were  made  on  5 houses,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
year  demolition  was  about  to  commence.  One  house  was  demolished. 
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I he  paving  of  8 streets  and  3 back  passages  in  the  Higher  Ward 
was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

FOOD. 

The  class  of  meat  and  foodstuffs  sold  in  the  district  appears  to  be  of 
good  quality.  No  case  of  food  poisoning  was  reported  during  the 
year. 

Superintendent  Keys,  of  the  County  Police,  reports  that  39 
samples  of  food,  etc.,  were  purchased  by  the  County  Inspectors,  and 
were  submitted  for  analysis  to  the  County  Analyst.  These  samples 
were  : — milk  8,  margarine  1,  lard  2,  butter  9,  coffee  4,  ginger  2,  pepper 
4,  cocoa  2,  tartaric  acid  1,  potassium  bromide  1,  ammonium  carbonate  2, 
purified  borax  2,  potassium  tartrate  1. 

All  were  genuine  except  1 of  ammonium  carbonate  and  1 of 
purified  borax,  but  no  proceedings  were  taken,  the  vendor  being  cautioned 
in  each  instance. 

GENERAL  REMARKS 

With  regard  to  the  sanitary  work  of  the  district,  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  in  his  report  deals  with  this  matter. 

Many  very  desirable  sanitary  improvements  which  the  Council  were 
pressing  forward,  such  as  closet  conversions,  provision  of  Public  Baths 
and  Refuse  Destructor,  and  the  paving  of  streets  and  passages,  have  had 
to  be  postponed  in  consequence  of  the  Local  Government  Board’s  restric- 
tions on  borrowing  by  Local  Authorities. 

I think  it  is  to  be  particularly  regretted  that  closet  conversions  have 
to  be  held  up,  for  this  is  an  urgently  required  improvement. 

Tables  referring  to  Vital  Statistics,  Infectious  Diseases,  and 
Infantile  Mortality  are  appended. 

Having  so  recently  taken  up  my  duties  as  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  I am  indebted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  valuable  assistance 
in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

1  have  pleasure  in  submitting  an  account  of  the  operations  of 


my  Department  during  the  past  year.

The  number  of  nuisances  dealt  with  was  1, 175,  the  number  remaining 
unabated  at  the  close  of  the  year  being  47,  which  were  receiving 
attention.

Smoke  Nuisance. — I took  79  observations,  each  of  the  duration  of 
30  minutes,  and  on  39  occasions  the  time  limit  adopted  by  the  Council 
in  February,  1908,  was  exceeded.  This  time  limit  is  as  follows  : — 

Where  1 or  2 boilers  are  working,  black  smoke  not  to  be  emitted 
for  more  than  2 minutes  in  the  half-hour. 

Where  3 boilers  are  working,  black  smoke  not  to  be  emitted  for 
more  than  3 minutes  in  the  half-hour. 

Where  4 or  more  boilers  are  working,  black  smoke  not  to  be 
emitted  for  more  than  4 minutes  in  the  half-hour. 

The  total  number  of  minutes  of  black  smoke  emitted  during  the  79 
observations  was  252^  minutes,  or  io'6  per  cent.  In  19  cases  no  black 
smoke  was  emitted  ; the  black  smoke  emitted  during  60  observations 
being  14  per  cent.,  or  an  average  of  4*28  minutes  per  observation.  The 
amount  of  black  smoke  sent  out  during  the  39  observations  when  the 
limit  was  exceeded  being  234^  minutes,  equal  to  20  per  cent.,  or  an 
average  of  6 minutes  per  observation. 

Twelve  statutory  notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of  the 
nuisance,  but  no  prosecutions  were  taken.  Representatives  of  six 
firms  attended  before  the  Health  Committee  for  non-compliance  with 
these  notices,  and  were  warned  against  further  offences.  Coal  and 
labour  difficulties  are  pleaded  as  the  cause  of  the  nuisance. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  results  of  the  observations: —

Three  firms  are  changing  their  motive  power  from  steam  to  electri- 
city, and  two  firms  are  installing  mechanical  appliances  to  their  boilers. 

No  case  of  firing  of  dwelling-house  chimneys  were  summoned 
before  the  Magistrates.

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No  extensive  alterations  or  improvements  were  carried  out  owing  to 
the  prevailing  conditions,  the  defects  remedied  being  to  abate  existing 
nuisances  such  as  leaky  roofs,  damp  walls  and  floors,  insufficient  means 
of  ventilation,  dirty  walls  and  ceilings,  broken  plaster,  woodwork,  &c. 

Repairs  are  in  progress,  so  far  as  circumstances  permit,  at  a number 
of  houses. 

The  Closing  Orders  were  made  upon  Nos.  114a  to  122,  Oldham 
Road,  in  February,  but  the  owner  appealed  against  the  Orders  to  the 
Local  Government  Board.  No  local  enquiry  was  held  by  the  Board,  but 
negotiations  in  regard  to  the  works  required  to  remedy  the  various 
nuisances  and  defects  were  in  progress  at  the  close  of  the  year,  but  no 
agreement  had  been  arrived  at. 

Demolition  Orders  were  served  on  the  owners  of  Nos.  12  to  20, 
Field  Street,  Closing  Orders  having  been  made  in  December,  1914,  and 
at  the  close  of  the  year  demolition  was  pending.  The  house  demolished 
was  No.  165,  Ashton  Road  West,  which  had  been  dealt  with  in  1914. 

Closet  Conversions.  — Early  in  the  year  application  was  made  to 
the  Local  Government  Board  for  sanction  to  a loan  for  the  conversion  of 
837  pail  closets,  for  which  notices  had  been  served  under  Section  39  of 
the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  but  though  representation 
was  made  that  this  work  was  urgently  necessary  in  the  interests  of  public 
health,  the  Board  refused  to  sanction  a loan  or  to  hold  a local  enquiry, 
owing  to  the  restrictions  imposed  on  borrowing,  and  this  very  necessary 
improvement  has  had  to  be  postponed. 

The  work  of  converting  87  privies,  for  which  notices  had  been 
served  under  the  above-mentioned  Act,  was  carried  out  at  a total  cost  of 
^491  18s.  3d.,  this  amount  being  taken  out  of  revenue  ; the  Council’s 
share  of  the  cost  being  ^,243  5s.  iid. 

Section  39  of  this  Act  came  into  operation  in  Failsworth  in  March, 
1913,  and  since  that  date  the  amount  expended  by  the  Council  on  this 
work  is  : —

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The  proportion  of  dwelling-houses  now  provided  with  water-closets 
is  7o-i  per  cent.,  with  pail  closets  25 ’6  per  cent.,  and  with  privy  closets 
4-3  per  cent. 

Ashpits,  Privy  Middens,  and  Ashbins. — -In  May,  1915,  the  Local 
Government  Board  forwarded  a return  and  circular-letter  to  Local 
Authorities  with  respect  to  the  storage,  collection,  and  disposal  of  house 
refuse  in  Urban  Districts,  pointing  out  the  many  dangers  to  public 
health  arising  from  the  accumulation  of  refuse  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
dwellings,  which  is  usually  a consequence  of  the  use  of  fixed  receptacles 
(ashpits  and  middens),  and  particularly  urging  Local  Authorities  to 
encourage  the  abolition  of  fixed  ashpits  and  the  provision  of  portable 
sanitary  ashbins. 

During  the  past  two  years  this  policy  has  been  carried  out  in  Fails- 
worth,  and  during  1915  the  following  were  so  altered  : —

Also  10  privy-middens  were  converted  to  dry  ashpits. 

During  the  two  years  these  fixed  receptacles  have  been  reduced 
50*6  per  cent.,  and  the  portable  ashbins  increased  by  32 -6  per  cent.;  the 
proportion  ot  dwelling-houses  now  provided  with  the  various  receptacles 
being  approximately: — with  portable  ashbins  81  ’5  per  cent.,  ashpits 
14/2  per  cent.,  and  middens  4-3  per  cent. 

The  number  of  wood  ashboxes  has  also  been  further  reduced,  147 
of  these  receptacles  being  replaced  by  metal  ashbins,  the  proportion  now 
being  63  per  cent,  metal  ashbins  and  37  per  cent,  wood  ashboxes. 

For  all  alterations  to  ashpits  and  middens,  and  also  for  new 
dwelling-houses,  galvanised  metal  ashbins  are  now  provided. 


Number  and  Character  of  Sanitary  Conveniences. 

The  following  are  particulars  of  the  sanitary  conveniences  in  the  District  on  December  31st  (1915  and  1914). 
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Drainage  Works.  — In  connection  with  this  branch  of  sanitary 
work,  the  drains  of  25  premises  were  entirely  relaid,  1,694  feet  of 
glazed  stoneware  pipes  being  laid.  The  smoke  or  water  test  is  applied 
to  all  drains  before  being  covered  in.  The  drains  of  8 premises  which 
discharged  into  water  courses  were  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewers. 

Removal  of  Manure. — During  May  handbills  were  distributed  in 
the  district  drawing  attention  to  the  danger  from  flies,  and  pointing  out 
suitable  measures  to  prevent  this  nuisance  ; and  also  the  occupiers  of  all 
stables,  piggeries,  &c.,  were  written  to  with  respect  to  the  removal  and 
disposal  of  manure. 

No  complaints  were  received  by  the  Department  of  any  nuisance  from 
flies,  and  it  was  only  necessary  to  serve  8 intimation  notices  requiring 
the  removal  of  accumulations  of  manure. 

Slaughter  Houses.  — No  unsound  or  diseased  meat  was  found  in 
any  of  the  7 licensed  slaughter  houses,  or  exposed  for  sale.  These 
slaughter  houses  are  kept  in  a cleanly  state,  and  since  1913,  when 
internal  improvements  were  carried  out  in  3 slaughter  houses,  no  improve- 
ments have  been  required.  There  was  one  change  of  tenant  in  the 
slaughter  houses 

Offensive  Trades. — These  consist  of  2 tripe-boiling  premises  and 
1 tannery,  and  so  far  as  the  circumstances  of  the  trades  permit  are  kept 
in  a cleanly  state,  and  no  complaints  have  been  received  of  nuisances 
arising.  It  was  necessary  to  require  the  occupier  of  1 tripe-boiling  place 
to  limewash  the  walls,  and  in  the  other  to  replace  the  tables  which  had 
become  defective. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops.  — In  July,  1915,  a new  Act, 
termed  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  wras  passed, 
which  materially  supplements  the  existing  law,  but  will  not  come  into 
operation  until  such  date,  not  being  later  than  one  year  after  the  present 
war,  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

There  are  17  cowsheds  in  the  district,  and  the  cattle  are  grazed  on 
grass  lands  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  There  have  been  two 
changes  of  occupiers  of  these  premises.  I have  no  extensive  alterations 
or  improvements  to  record  in  any  of  the  cowsheds,  but,  as  previously 
reported,  structural  improvements  are  necessary  in  some  instances  ; and 
I think  it  is  desirable  that  the  question  of  these  cowsheds  should  be  con- 
sidered prior  to  the  new  Act  coming  into  force. 
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1 here  are  22  shops  in  the  district  where  milk  is  sold  over  the 
counter,  but  t he  quantity  sold  per  day  does  not  exceed  35  gallons.  The 
milk  is  kept  in  clean  vessels,  but  the  covers,  which  are  generally  loose, 
are  apt  to  be  left  off,  and  the  attention  of  occupiers  was  called  to  this. 

There  is  1 large  dairy  in  the  district,  which  belongs  to  the  Failsworth 
Industrial  Society,  where  a full  refrigerating  plant  is  installed,  and  the 
milk  cooled  by  a patent  process.  The  premises  are  at  present  under- 
going re-construction  and  improvement. 

Factories  and  Workshops. — There  are  54  premises  classed  as 
factories.  One  engineering  works,  employed  on  munitions  of  war,  has 
been  greatly  extended,  and  a large  number  of  females  found  employ- 
ment. The  number  of  workshops  is  59. 

During  the  inspections  the  following  nuisances  were  found  and  dealt 
with  : — 

Factories — 21  dirty  closet  basins  cleansed  ; 1 1 females’  closets  pro- 
vided with  doors,  and  10  furnished  with  proper  fastenings  ; 1 

privy  closet  converted  to  water-closet  ; 4 closets  provided 

with  improved  means  of  ventilation  ; defective  and  choked 
drains  repaired  3 ; offensive  deposits  1. 

Workshops — 1 bakehouse  cleansed  ; 1 workshop  cleansed  ; 1 privy 
closet  converted  to  water-closet. 

* 

One  firm  in  the  district  employ  outworkers,  these  being  engaged  on 
felt-hat  trimming.  The  lists  were  received  twice  during  the  year,  refer- 
ring to  27  home-workers. 

Three  lists  were  received  from  firms  outside  the  district  who 
employed  three  homeworkers  in  Failsworth. 

Infectious  Diseases.— I regularly  visited  the  96  houses  where  the 
cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified,  215  visits  being  made.  In  Sep- 
tember I found  a patient,  who  had  been  notified  as  suffering  from  scarlet 
fever,  exposed  in  a public  street.  The  circumstances  were  reported  to 
the  Health  Committee,  and  the  guardian  interviewed,  and  on  the 
explanation  given  the  Committee  decided  to  take  no  further  action. 

Any  nuisances  and  defects  found  at  the  houses  are  dealt  with. 

All  the  disinfection  was  carried  out  under  my  supervision.  Stripping 
of  wall-paper  is  required  when  the  paper  is  dirty,  or  where  there  are  a 
number  of  layers.

In  consequence  of  the  constant  changes  of  fixed  receptacles  to  port- 
able receptacles  during  the  last  two  years,  the  arrangement  of  the  team 
work  has  to  be  periodically  altered.  In  May  the  Cleansing  Sub-Com- 
mittee revised  the  periods  of  emptying  each  class  of  receptacle.  The 
present  staff  consists  of  3 teams  and  4 labourers — 2 teams  and  2 men 
being  regularly  engaged  clearing  ashbins,  1 team  and  labourer  regu- 
larly clearing  pails,  ashpits,  and  middens,  and  1 labourer  employed  on 
the  tips. 

Hired  teams  are  put  on  periodically  to  clear  Clayton  Bridge  and 
Stott  Street  areas.
